Of  individual  design  and  great  beauty.  Many  are  rare  and  a number  very  rare. 
In  fact,  we  had  great  difficulty  in  arriving  at  valuations  and  appealed  to  the  con- 
signor for  help.  He  stated  that  these  valuations  were  arrived  at  based  on  what  he 
paid  for  his  notes  plus  auction  records  plus  rarity  (on  those  which  due  to  rarity 
had  no  records).  Judging  from  the  popularity  of  Canada,  it  appears  that  re- 
gardless of  what  is  paid,  the  price  will  appear  ridiculously  "cheap"  in  a short 
period.  A dealer  told  us  that  in  1953  he  sold  an  uncirculated  1921  Canada  50c 
at  between  $300  and  $400;  earlier  this  year  a specimen  sold  at  auction  at  $2400. 
This  is  only  one  example  of  the  spectacular  rise  taking  place  in  values.  The 
currency  of  Canada  is  only  now  beginning  to  be  appreciated  and  we  believe 
spectacular  advances  will  also  take  place  as  new  collectors  enter  the  field.

Regardless 
of  catalog  valuation,  it  is  nearly  impossible  to  assemble  a complete  set  in  un- 
circulated condition  except  thru  years  of  effort  and  willingness  to  pay  the  "going 
price"  (as  determined  by  auction  records  rather  than  "catalog"  which  does 
not  mean  that  the  coin  can  actually  be  purchased  at  that  price).  We  believe  this 
series  will  continue  its  upward  climb  in  value  since  the  demand  keeps  increasing 

and  the  supply  almost  non-existent  (except  when  an  outstanding  collection  such 
as  this  comes  upon  the  market).
